Isaac Burkhart 
Called Beyond

I (The following account of the 
death of Isaac Burkhart was taken 
from the Edgerton, Ohio, newspaper 
of April 6, 1923. Because of the 
active part the Burkhart family 
has had in the development of 
Torrarice, the story is reproduced 
here:)

Isaac Burkhart was born near 
Wllliamsport, Pennsylvania, No­ 
vember 28, 1840. He died Marcb 
20, 1923, at the age of 82 years. 

Tobias Burkhart, his father, was 
born in Oermany. He came to 
America in 1796, and located in 
Williamsport, Pennsylvania. His 
mother's name was Christina Kless. 
He had three brothers and two Bis­ 
ters, all born in Williamsport, 
Pennsylvania.

In the year 1847 the family 
moved to Bucyrua, Ohio, in two 
camp wagons and located on a farm 
of 160 acres of land, two miles 
east of Bucyrus. After they had 
lived there ten years, the children 
gradually left until there remained 
only Isaac and Jacob. His father 
sold out and took his two boys and 
located in Williams county, Ohio, 
In 1865. His father bought a 
tract of land of 340 acres and 
gave It to his two boys.

Isaac Burkhart married Elizabeth 
Kaiser In 1867.

After some time his father and 
mother died and he became own­ 
er of the estate.

In 1888 he came to Los Angeles, 
Cal., and formed a partnership 
with his brother, W. H. Burkhart. 
They built an apartment house of 
forty rooms on Temple street. He 
then returned to Ohio and sold out. 
He returned to Los Angeles, April 
17, 1890, and occupied the house 
on Temple street. j 

The same year he and his broth­ 
er, W. H. Burkhart, put in opera­ 
tion the Nlekle Plate railroad, 
called formerly the Dummie Line, 
from the end of Temple street to | 
(Hollywood, and ran It very suc­ 
cessfully for several years.

He and his brother, W. H. Burk­ 
hart, became owners of the Santa 
Pe avenue horse car line, operated 
it for several years and then made 
a deal with Abbott-Kinney for a 
tract of land on Dayton avenue. 
This dissolved owner partnership 
with him and his brother, each one 
taking his share of lots for him­ 
self. About the year 1896 he and 
his wife bought a lot on the cor­ 
ner of Seventh and Los Angeles 
streets, 'and built a large apartment 
house. They moved ' from Temple 
street to Los Angeles street In 1906. 

He built a number of cottages on 
Dayton avenue. Next he built the 
three-story brick block on the cor­ 
ner of Temple and Pigueroa streets. 

His wife died March 31, 1900. 
On New- Years, 1902, he mar­ 

ried Elizabeth Bassler.
In 1904 he sold the Los Ange­ 

les street property to Mr. H. Hunt- 
Ington.

A few weeks later he bought 
the corner of Main and Jefferson 
streets.

He and his wife moved to 111 
West Jefferson street, where he re­ 
sided until his death.

He built a block on Pasadena 
avenue, built on corner of Main and 
Jefferson streets. Built on corner 
of Vernon and Pigueroa streets and 
a number of other places. He sold 
the following property: Cprner of 
Vernon and Flgueroa streets, Pas­ 
adena avenue property, and the 
Temple street property.

He built a two-story building 
and a double garage at Torrance, 
Cul. He built a large garage at 
Maple and Jefferson streets.

Isaac Burkhart was converted In 
his youth under the labor of Sher- 
man and Haley in Ohio. He was 
a member of the Salem Evangelical 
church, corner 12th and Hope 
streets, Los Angeles, California.

He Oiled all the different offices 
of the church, with the excep­ 
tion of minister. In the year 1915 
he was trustee and treasurer.

In his 81st year be gave $26,000 
to the Old People's Home at Olen- 
dale, California.
